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The A. L. A. Booklist is a list of books recommended for purchase, 
made up through the collaboration of librarians, trustees, commissions, 
teachers, members of university faculties, and other specialists. 

Its purpose is to aid the small library in: 

r Selection of books. Although special attention is given the 
small library of 5000 volumes or less, a more extended list is provided 
for larger libraries which do not receive books for examination. The 
list includes only recent and moderate-priced books, and no title 
appears in it which has not been favorably reported on by readers 
deemed competent to judge of its value. No attempt is made to 
secure proportion as to subjects covered or classes represented. The 
letter s preceding the author’s name indicates that the book is recom- 
mended for small libraries; the sign, 4 , for first purchase. 

2 Cataloging. The author entry of the Library of Congress 
cards is adopted, but not always in the fullest form. Brief titles are 
used, the information in long explanatory titles being transferred to 
the note, if important. The imprint and collation are both abbrevi- 
ated, and the contents omitted altogether, when the substance of it 
can be condensed in the note, or is indicated by subject headings and 
analyticals. Size is noted when more than 25 cm. or less than 15 cm. 
Suggestions for subject headings and analyticals are made with the 
small library in mind. 

3 Classification. The notations of both the Decimal classifi- 
cation and the Expansive are given. The Decimal notation is usually 
limited to three figures, except in history and travel, and grouping 
of works on closely related subjects in a single number is frequently 

* recommended rather than separating in several classes. The Expan- 
sive notation is taken from the Sixth classification. 

4 Library of Congress cards. The order number for the 
Library of Congress cards is given, followed, after the slant line, by 
the number of cards necessary to catalog the book according to sug- 
gestions given, including main and title cards, but not joint author, 
editor, translator, or illustrator, unless important. 

5 Prices. The prices of net books marked ** are subject, under 
the rules of the American Publishers’ Association, to not more than 
10% discount to libraries within a year after the date of publication. 
After the year has elapsed, discounts may be increased to 25% or 
more. Prices of fiction published under the rules are preceded by ft 
and subject to a discount not greater than 333% until after the expira- 
tion of a year. Prices of met books not covered by the rules are 
marked * and are charged at a small discount, usually 10%. English 
prices are given when they are enough cheaper than the American to 
make it an object to secure the English edition. 

Small libraries are advised to select only those publications which 
will meet the demand for popular new books and to devote a larger 
proportion of the book money to strengthening the departments most 
used in the community by the addition of older books of proved 
value. The A.L.A. Catalog is the most valuable guide for this 
purpose, and is indispensable to the small library. 

Many more books are examined than appear in the lists. Records 
of these are kept with objections made to their inclusion. Informa- 
tion concerning such books will be furnished by the editor on request.

These are admirable little books, presenting a clean-cut, 
well-proportioned, and comprehensive discussion of each 
subject treated. Each outline covers a good deal of ground, 
but the more important facts and main principles are picked 
out, details being subordinated. They are especially adapted 
to stimulate interest in further study.
